Makes Statement to Correct Er- 
roneous Rumors as to Connec. 
tion With Case in Portland, 
Oregon. 





Not many weeks ago it was whis- 
pered about the city that Ed Nafius, 
Sam Collins and another lad un- 
known here had been arrested at 
Portland, Oregon, for stealing an au- 
tomobile, and although in the ma- 
Jority of instances the story was not 
believed, relatives here of the boys 
were distressed at such a story De- 
ing circulated. 

The details of the event as related 
by Nafius, who has just returned, 
are as follows: 


Editor the Upland News: 


I am going to ask you for use of 
a bit of space in the columns of 
your paper, in which to make an ¢x- 


planation of a recent umpleasant epi-! 


sode, in which my name, as well as 
those of others, have been used. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, being desirous of go- 
ing north, where I was led to be- 
lieve there was an‘ abundance of 
work ,at tempting wages, I met, 
through Charlie Miller, also of Up- 
land, a chap named Ralph Brant, in 
Los Angeles, who informed me I 
could go with himself and Miller, in 
& machine, to the north, instead of 
going on the train. As this method 





be, I bade my wife and the home- 
folks goodbye, met Miller and Brant 
in Los Angeles, and we set out, the 
objective point being Portland, Ore. 
gon. At Oak Grove, a suburb of 
Portland, I received the first intima- 
tion I had that all might not be regu- 
lar. Brant proceeded to take apart 
the machine, and offered parts there- 
of for sale. I had no part in this 
procedure, and aside from _ being 
caught with Brant and Miller, as be- 
ing of their parfy, when the officers 
took them in charge, I was guilty 
of no wrong-doing. Brant and Miller 
were arrested, charged with the theft 
of the machine, and I was held by' 
both the Federal officers, as well as 
the Portland police, as a witness in 
the case. This statement is verified 
by a letter from the Portland chief 
of police, as quoted, later, herein. 
Brant assumed the alias of Hart, of} 
Lincoln, and later was identified as! 
Brant, which seems to be his true 
name. He was convicted, and sen- 
tenced to thirteen months at Mc- 
Neil’s Island, 
machine. Charlie Miller, when asked 
hiss name by the officers, said his 
name was Collins; asked his first 
name, he said it was Sam; asked 
the middle initia! of his mame, he 
replied it L., and being asked 
what the L. stood for, he became con- 
fused, and finally said it was Law- 
rence. The officers, clearly, did not

believe his story, told him frankly he; 


was lying, and he was convicted as 
an accomplice of Brant, and was giv- 
en a six months’ sentence in jail at 
Portland. 


land, I am anxious to set this mat- 
ter before the community as it real- 
ly happened.’ I told the truth, from 
the very start, to all the officers 
whom I met, and was treated with; 
the utmost consideration by them, 
only being detained as a witness; at 
no time was I under arrest. I made 
no effort to get away from the scene 
of the matter, as I had opportunity 
to do, before the authorities had 
found I was a member of the party. 
My conscience was clear, then, as 
now, of any wrong-doing. I was sim- 
ply a victim of an unfortunate ctr- 
cumstance, in going with the party. 
This is simply stated, in order to 
set the matter clearly before my 
home community, and every word of 
it can be verified, from the officers of 
the Federal Government, as well as 
the local police of Portland. The let-

According to the account given, Mr. | 
and Mrs, Oyler had gone to Newport 
Sunday morning to be with a party 
of friends from Ontario and Santa 
Ana who motored to the beach Sat- 
urday night. They had _ picnicked 
on the beach during the day and had 
been in swimming but were almost 
ready to come home and in fact had 
backed one of the machines out of 
its position preparatory to leaving 
the beach. 

Cries of help for the drowning girl 
were heard and without waiting to 
taek off any of his clothing, Morse 
dashed into the surf. With two or 
three others he was able to pull the 
girl from the surf but in so doing 
became exhausted. Noticing that he 
was in trouble Oyler stripped off coat, 
vest and trousers, handed them to 
his wife and went to the assistance | 
of his friend. 

He had gotten Morse to a_ point 
of safety and was in very shallow 
water, according to witnesses, when 
another rip threw him from his feet. 
He was seen to struggle momentarily 
but. could not make any headway 
against the strong tide and was 
rolled under. All efforts to find his 
be> -oved of no avail.

Airplanes Great Aid to Rangers 
in Locating and Suppressing 
Fires..

FIRST UNITED STATES COINS 


“Fugios,” Made of Copper, Were the 
Earliest Issued by Direct Au- 
thority of Congress. 

The “fugios” were the earliest coins 
Issued by the authority of the United 
States, and were of copper. It was in 
April, 1787, that the congress of the 
United States authorized the board of 
treasury to contract for 800 tons of 
copper coin of the federal standard 
“agreenbhy to the proposition of Mr. 
James Jarvis, provided that the premi- 
um to be allowed to the United States 
on the account of the copper contracted 


| for be not less than 15 per cent,” and 


that “it be coined at the expense of 
the contractor, but under the Inspec- 
tlon of an officer appointed and puld 
by the United States.” 

It is presumed that this copper coin 
contract was made as directed for on 
Friday, July 6, 1787, the congress 
adopted this resolution: “That the 
board of treasury direct the contractor 
for the copper coinage to stamp on 
one side of each piece the following 
device, viz.: Thirteen circles linked 
together and a smal! circle In the mid- 
dle with the words ‘United States’ 
around It, and In the center the words, 
‘We are one.’ On the other side of 
the same plece the following device, 
viz.: A dial with the hours expressed 
on the face of it, a meridian sun above, 
on one side of which Is to be the word 
‘Fugio’ and on the other side the date 
1787’: telow the dial the words, ‘Mind 
your own business.’ " 





Autograph Hunter’s Coup. 


Autograph hunting sometimes 
proves a most profitable pursuit. Lud- 
ovie Picard, a French Bohemian of 


the ‘0s, made a steady income out of 
ft for several years, 

One of his most successful coups 
was accomplished with a letter im 
which he posed as “a member of the 
unhappy race of the unappreciated 
who is meditating suicide and seeks 
for counsel and afd fn this hour of 
sore distress.” 

This drew a number of celebrities, 
including Beranger and Heine. Lacor- 
daire sent him ten closely written 
pages, which were promptly converted 
into cash. 

Dickens also fell a victim of his 
wiles and took the trouble to answer 
him in French, Eventually Picard was 
shown up in the press by Jules Sy 
deau and had to seek another oecupa- 
tion. 





Englishman on Papal i 
Pope Adrian TV was by birth an 
Englishman, and the only one of that 
nation who ever oceupled the papal 
chair. He was a native of Langley, 


near St. Albans, In Hertfordshire. He 
was born before A. D. 1100, his real 
name being Nicholas Breakspear, 


He was said to have left Engiand as a 
beggar, and to have become a serv- 
ant or lay brother In a monastery near 
Avignon, in France. Here he studied 
with such diligence that he was eleect- 
ed abbot In 1187 He was made car- 
dinal bishop of Alba in 1146, and went 
to Denthark and Norway. Upon his 
return to Rome Nicholas was unani- 


; mously chosen pope against his own 


in November, 1154, hold- 
ing that post until his death at An- 
agn!, September 1, 1159.

WANTED TO “GO: IT ALONE” 


Many Years Ago Missouri Declared 
Her Ambition to Become an In- 
dependent Republic. 
Missourt once had Intention of set- 
ting up as an independent republic 
all by herself, The Session acts. state 
of Missouri, 1838-1839, contain a me- 
morial to the congress of the United 
States relative to the Santa Fe trade. 
It tells of an expedition of traders 
to Santa Fe In 1812 from St. Louis, 
though it is not specifically stated that 

they went over the Santa fe trail. 
The early Session acts of the Mis- 
souri legislature, starting in 1824, con- 
tain many interesting resolutions and 
memorials to congress on all manner 
of political and historical subjects. 
Incidentally the Missouri constitution 
of 1820 starts with the preamble that 
the citizens of the state agree to form 
and establish a free and independent 





republic by the name of the state of 
Missouri. 
Missouri was one of the pivotal 


States in the history of this country, 
It was made such in the ancient fight 
in congress over the slavery question, 
which took up the admission of free 
and slave states and considered the 
balance thereof in congress. Missou- 
ri was also a pivotal state In yet an- 
other and larger sense—she was the 
jumping-off place for that wild and 
unknown country called the Wild West 
-—the land west of the Missouri river, 
She made the midway point between 
the frontiersmen of Kentucky and 
those of the great plains, occupying a 
eneration of history herself as a 
frontier commonwealth.
